Tho purpoeo of 
thia organisation two to gnthor Into ono group all Oaochoslovak non-Comraunist 
el clients who wore opposed to tho polioy of tho Oeoehoelovok govornraent»iB*oxilo 
of Dr f I&juard BENEB, The OSNR did not have any oonorota politioeil program except 
the negative ono of hatred for Proeident BENES and the policy whioh ho represented# 
The iwuill aotivo raoraborohip vao rooruitod largely fro® moraboro of former rightiot 
Csoob and 81ovak pnrtioo, rRClFAUi xm ©looted from moraboro. JIo vae olootod 
ahsirmoa of tho council largely boenuoe it uao hoped that hie cocial popularity 
in British officer oirclop ana hio good rolatienB with rightist Poles would gain 
affective flupport for the CSNB, However, PRCHAU hod no talent for tho loadereMp 
of e political organisation, and support from the British wee not forthcoming,

PROHALA vieited Germany nonr the ond of July 1950, On July 27, 1950, ho had 
conforonoe with loaders of the CNS in Stuttgart, At thia maating no mention ^ 
me made of any impairing agrearaent with the Germane i only a general etntoraant tlmt 
a solution for tho fiudeton problem muot ho found, On 4 August 1950, an agreement 
was signed by PRCHALA and IOTLSKy on baholf of QjS, and by MBOMANN, REITZNER, 
30HUETS5| GZBNAK and SR) roproaemtative Ernot PAUL on bohnlf of tho Sudeton Garraimo t 
It is not known prooipoly why Vencol JAKSCH, wowbor of the ooorotoriat of tho 
3PD, did not oign this agreement in view of hio proviouo support of PROllALiU 
Proboblo roosons ore hie awareness of the lack of support for the ITvCHALA program 
In Oioehoslovakia and hip disagreement vitb the CNS polioy of a Central European fo» 
iarotion* The main point of tno entire ogroement wna tho otatod realisation of 
tho oolf-evidont right on/1 necessity of tho Sudeten German oxpellooo to rotum to 
their homeland, 



PROHALA, who had returned to England in August 1950, made another trip to Gorman y 
kp September 1950, accompanied by Or, LflOHER, They mot Lodgnmnn and SCflUETZ in ,, 
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Wiesbaden and continued to Bonn where they had conferences with various Sudeton 
German members of the Bonn parliament. The object of these conferences was re- 
organization of the CMS and COT, attainment of a cloedr working agreement with 
the Sudeton Germans and discussion of moasuros to holt the doelino in CNS membership, 
PRCHALA returned to England without visiting any of the DP camps and LOCKED follow* 
ed him aftor visiting camps in Augsburg* Mittenvald, Volks and Ulm, 

The number of PPGHALA adherents in Germany reached its peak late in 1949* 

The marked reduction in rcomborohip since that tiwo is the result of sevoral 
causes. Not the lonst important factor has boon the porponality of PEKELSKX 
himself. His dictatorial behavior, his "unauthorized” interviews and hio contaote 
with right-wing Gernmno havo caused soverol members to quit in disgust, A second 
factor is tho increasing realization among the rank and filo of tho movoraont that 
war-time collaborationists occupy positions of influence around PRCHALA, The 
third and moot important faotor is the signing of the above-mentioned agreement 
between the CNS and the "Joint Committee for Protection of Sudeton German Interests*, 

PRCJIALA has oxprooood tho hopo that ho may bo able to effect 8g?oemont o with 
the Slovak separatists headed by Karol SU50R at & future date. Although no eon* 
oreto ovidonoe could bo found of financial support of the GNB and GOT by Gomns, 
thero are porsiotent ruraoro that JAK&CH and LODGMANN supply onougb funds to at 
loast undorwrito tho publication of tho magosino, circulation which has dropped 
to about one hundrod subscribers, Othor rumors indicate that these same bnckoro 
aro beginning to feel that thoy ore backing o movomimt without a future, tho aims 
of which nro not likoty to bo realiesd and which cannot oontributo materially to 
the aims of the Sudeten German group. 
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
